Space Bill 
Beefed Up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Space Committee voted 
Thursday to add $126.6 million to 
President Kennedy’s space budget 
in an effort to beat the Russians 
to the moon. 


The committee, acting in the 
wake of Russia’s man-in-orbit suc- 
cess, earmarked most of the in- 
creases for the Apollo space craft.

Proper Intelligence Is 


Necessity of Survival 


President Kennedy has ordered a full- 
scale review of U.S. foreign intelligence 
services. After the fiasco in Cuba, such a 
review is in order. Certainly that adven- 
ture and the ensuing debacle could not 
have occurred except for bad informa- 
tion or interpretation or both. 


The United States is a johnny-come- 
lately in this intelligence game. Associ- 
ated in the public mind traditionally as 
“spying,” our efforts until recent years 
were strictly amateurish. The armed 
forces had their intelligence branches but 
there was little coordination between 
them. Not until World War II did we learn 
how ineffective our efforts were. 


Today when the United States has 
commitments in every. area of the globe 
and when our survival depends upon hav- 
ing the correct information at the right 
time, it is time to place intelligence in 
proper perspective. Gathering informa- 
tion, evaluating it properly and relating it 
to national security is certainly beyond 
the category of mere “spying.” 


We trust that the committee appoint- 
ed by the President will do a thorough 
job. Its personnel, headed by Dr. James 
R. Killian Jr., is a competent group. Such 
a study should not be conducted, however, 
as a public washing of dirty linen. Re- 
membering Mr. Kennedy’s warning about 
revealing secrets, responsibility should 
rule. 

The Central Intelligence Agency sup- 
posedly is an improvement over our hit- 
or-miss methods of the past. Let’s make 
it that in fact instead of in name.

Every one of them has 
recognized that it is not simply 
Kennedy who has suffered a set- 
back; that it is really the United 
States. 

Every one of them—Ejisenhower 
most poignantly from his own 
still-fresh memories of the burden 
of the White House—has recog- 
nized that whatever party’s pres- 
ident is in power in a time of crisis 
should be free from sterile sec- 
ond-guessing, not merely in or- 
dinary fairness but also under 
the highest demands of national 
interest. For no president can do 
his best work if, as the already 
sufficiently harried representative 
of all of us, he must be continually 
protecting himself against those of 
us who bear none of his respon- 
sibilities but are ready at the in- 
stant of any failure to bite at him. 

The Republican’s right restraint 
is, happily, infinitely more im- 
portant than the unrestrained 
righteousness, after the event, of 
the handful of Democratic sec- 


ond-guessers and their friends now 
so busily proving how right they 
were and how wrong the Presi- 
dent. 

Given a hotly partisan Repub- 
lican reaction to Cuba, on top of 
this earnest self-vindication by 
such Democrats as Sens. William 
Fulbright and Wayne Morse, the 
President—and the country—might 
well have been paralyzed %n poli- 
cy for months to come, 

It is the President who is elected 
by the people to run their foreign 
affairs. If he does not “listen” 
to certain senators and others— 
so what? Their opinions often are 
easier to come by than his. And 
their strategic plans can be com- 
fortably forgotten if they don’t 
happen to work, and none the 
worse for it. 

And (horror of all horrors) if 
the present President went so far 
as not to “‘listen’’ even to Adlai 
Stevenson and Chester Bowles— 
again, so what? These two disap- 
pointed aspirants for secretary of 
state are admirable men. But 
neither is President. And neither 
bears an ounce of responsibility 
or power that is not assigned to 
him by the President.

NO DECISION YET 


Earlier, officials had said that 
the digest might afford $1.2 mil- 
lion more than anticipated, which 


‘might have given teachers a $40 


raise. 

No decision has been made 
about how the extra $1 million 
will be used. But if it all finally 
winds up in the hands of teachers, 
it would mean $31 apiece for each 
of the state’s 32,000 teachers. 


This raise would be over and 
above the $300 increase voted by 
the Legislature. The $300 already 
includes an anticipated increase 
of $38 per teacher in local funds, 
with the state paying the rest. 


MORE THAN EXPECTED 


The $300 raise took into account 
a predicted increase of $1.2 mil- 
lion in required local effort — 
making the $38 per teacher in 
local funds.

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Good Health 
Work, Diet 
Will Help 
The Nails 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. . 

Dear Dr. Molner: What should 
I do for brittle, dry nails which 
resemble fish scales? No other 
doctor has helped.—M. B. 


Nail polish—So many women 
wear nail these days. Most 
of them suffer no ill effects. But 
some do have trouble. Try going 
without it for a couple of months, 
If you see any improvement, then 
giay away from it longer. 


Nutrition has a bearing on nail 
formation. More protein in the 
diet, and vitamin B, are helpful. 
A daily ration of plain gelatin 
sometimes aids. ‘Gelatin is a 
form of protein, although it does 
not contain as many of the essen- 
tial types as do lean meat, fish, 
eggs, cheese. 


Remember that injury to the 
nail as it is forming will show up 
later, Some women, using metal 
t press back the cuticle while 
manicuring, unknowingly damage 
the nail as it is forming. That's 
why it's smart to use—gently—an 
orange stick instead of a nail file 
er scissors. 


Subnormal thyroid can be. a 
factor in weak nails. In fact, 


many subnormal physical condi- | 


tions contribute to fragile nails. 
li your health isn't up to par, by 
all means have a checkup. Im- 
provement of your nails will, in 
such a case, be a minor advan- 
tage compared to the greater 
good of regaining robust health. 


People who are engaged in 
hard work with their hands have 
strong, tough nails. If you have a 
sunny back yard, a summer of 
grubbing in the earth every day, 
keeping a garden going, may do a 
lot — although, of course, if you 
take pride on long, pointed nails, 
you'll without doubt break them. 


In any case, remember it takes 
months for nails to grow. When 
the weakness originates in the 
nail bed, where the tissue is being 
formed, and that’s the usual case, 
there is absolutely no point in ex- 
pecting anything to strengthen 
the part of the nail that has 
grown out far enough so you can 
see it.

It required 
no stretch of the imagination to 
place East with both high clubs, 
in view of his bid, the declarer 
paused to form a preliminary 
sketch of the adverse distribution. 


Since West had chosen to lead 
from a jack high diamond suit, 
in preference to the suit partner 
had bid, it was reasonable to as- 
sume that he had no more than 
one spade. The lead of the three 
of diamond indicates that he has 
only four card length in that suit, 
so that his pattern appears to be 
4441. .This conclusion was 
reached on the assumption that 
if West had held a five card suit 
he would have led it in preference 
to diamonds. 


If declarer is right in his diag- 
nosis East must have the ldéne ace- 
king of clubs, so a small club was 
led at once toward dummy. East 
won with the king and returned 
the ten of hearts. Declarer took 
with the ace in order to retain 
dummy’s king for future entry, 
cashed the queen of diamonds 
and led another low club, estab- 
lishing the suit.

in the entire triangle. 


Q. I have a suit jacket that 
fits beautifully except at the 
back of the neck. It has a 
crosswise wrinkle below the 
collar and looks as though the 
neckline is too high. How can 
I alter this? 


—MRS. D. B. F. 


A. To lower a too-high back 
neckline, take off the collar 
across the back. Now lift the 
back up on the neck so that it 
is smooth. Pin the undercollar 
on so it sets well. Then mark 
the new neckline formed by the 
undercollar. If the neckline 
seems too wide across the back 
now, ease it in with a few 
gathers. Be sure to shrink out 
this fullness before replacing 
the collar. I would also sug- 
gest making a basting line to 
mark the center back of the 
jacket. This helps in making 
both sides of the neck exactly 
alike. 


Q. I am new at sewing. At 
present I am making a dress 
with gathered neck and draw- 
string. The pattern mentions 
the casing when it describes 
the neck. What is meant? Is 
this some sort of thing you 
put a tie through?

A. Yes, this is what you put 
your tie through.

“That's good news," said a smiling passenger in the front seat. 
‘Considering your Derby record, | am happy that you are not pick- 
3 ing Carry Back.” 


The passenger was Jack Price, 
colorful owner and trainer of the Derby 
| favorite. 


After parking at his office, which 
presently is barn 42, Price greeted a 
stable attendant. “Glad to see you 
smiling,” he said. ‘‘That’s always a 
good sign.” 


He then informed exercise boy Bert 
Wildridge that Johnny Sellers, who will 
ride Carry Back Saturday, would ride 
the colt in the morning workout. 


“Sellers is worried that something 
is wrong with the horse,” explained 
Price. ‘‘He’s been reading the papers 
too much. I want him to see for him- 
self that Carry Back is all right, other- 
wise he’s going to have ulcers.” 


Carry Back, a brown colt who 
doesn’t look nearly as impressive as 
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his half-million dollar bank account, was ready for the morning 


gallop. 


While stable hands saddled the colt, Price resumed the con- 
versation. 


“You know Carry Back probably has run in more stake 
events than any other three-year-old. Twenty-one oiit of 28 
races were stakes. 


“When did T realize that 1 had a terrific horse?"’ Price repeated 
a question. “Well, it wasn’t like finding a pocket book full of money. 
He developed gradually. 


“If he hadn't got left at the post in the Champagne last October 
at Belmont, I probably wouldn't own him. I had considered selling 
him, but the offers dropped. Then, after Carry Back won $167,000 
hen Golden State, I didn’t need the money. Not that I needed it 
efore,”’

Price, a successful and retired businessman, started devoting 
full time to racing in 1956, afd he makes no secret of the fact that 
racing is a business and pleasure. 


Asked if he actually made the statement that the Derby is just 
another race, Price replied, ‘“Yes, I sure did, for it is just another 
$100,000 race. We didn’t point Carry Back for the Derby like a lot 
of stables do. If he doesn’t come out of the Derby sound, we'll skip 
the Preakness.” 


Other than pursuing the hobby of collecting greenbacks, 
does Price enjoy his work as owner-trainer? 


“Well, I own a beautiful house in Miami. I could be down there 
sitting in the patio, swimming in the pool and drinking highballs. 
Instead of all that, I'm out here at 6:30 seven days a week, so I'd 
say I like it.” 


What about the race? 


“On paper I’ve got the horse which figures to win the Derby,” 
Price said, “but they don’t run on paper. Crozier is the one that I 
respect the most.” 


Price then served up his Derby selections: (1) Carry Back, 
(2) Crozier, (3) Sherluck, (4) Ambiopoise, (5) Globemaster. 


By now Sellers had galloped Carry Back and returned to the 
barn. “‘No, I don’t have any ulcers,’’ Sellers said, grinning. ‘‘He’s 
never been better.” 


A man inquired if Sellers enjoyed his morning ride. “I al- 
ways enjoy riding Carry Back,” said Sellers, “but I enjoy it 
more in $100,000 races.” 


Incidentally Sellers and Carry Back are undefeated in $100,000 
races, and Sellers is confident that the skein will be extended to 
four Saturday. Like Price, the jockey figures Crozier is the colt 
likely to provide sternest opposition, but he also holds Sherluck in 
high esteem. 


—Numbers Rolled Right for Longden 


An hour or so later, the Carry Back crew was more confident 
than ever. Luck of the draw in the Churchill Downs office planted 
pace-setting Crozier in the No. 11 post, a distinct disadvantage for 
a colt who incurs multiple trouble in heavy traffic. Carry Back, who 
likes to linger off the pace, drew post position 14. 


Trainer Vance Longden, who did the drawing from the pill 
box, did all right for himself. He pulled out No. 4 for front-running 
Four and Twenty, No. 13 for come-from-behind Flutterby. 


“I'd say we got the best of it,” said Longden. ‘‘Four and 
Twenty likes to go the front and we'll be right up the middle 
of the track. The others will have to cut over; and we gain 
something there.”’ 


Crozier got the worst of it when post positions were posted. 
His reservation in the No. 11 starting stall could prove a severe 
handicap. Ironically, Flutterby, Carry Back and Dr. Miller, the colts 
who-like-+te do their running in the stretch, drew 13, 14 and 15, re- 
spectively. 


Fifteen were officially entered Titursday, and Carry Back was 
first by several hours. Price dropped Carry Back’s name in the 
box Wednesday night. 


“T almost forgot to enter him in the Wood,”’ said Price. “I don’t 
want that to happen here.” 


The Derby is not just another race, not even for the fun- 
loving Price. 


Wealthy Canadian Max Bell, co-owner of Flutterby and Four and 
Twenty, summed it up when he said, ‘‘All of this is very exciting.” 
For sure, it’s the most exciting two minutes in sports.

The $125,000-added Derby, the 
mile and one quarter glamour 
gallop of American racing, will 
be run Saturday at sprawling 
Churchill Downs. They started the 
Derby business at this layout 
within Louisville’s city limits on 
May 17, 1875, when Aristides won 
the magnificent sum of $2,850.

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BUT DANFORTH PICKS SHERLUCK 


Col. Ed Danforth, former sports editor of The Atlanta 
Journal, has been a spectator at the Kentucky Derby for 
years and years.and annually picks the finish for Fred Russell 
of the Nashville Banner. This is his forecast for 1961. He has 
correctly picked the Derby winner 15 times.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 4—When one reads “this is a wide 
open Derby’’ be sure the line was coined by a correspondent who 
had been brought up to be polite and spare the feelings of less 
fortunate characters. When the observer says it looks as if any 
one of a dozen horses could win this the 87th Kentucky Derby. he 
means that there is not a nag in the barn on whom he would feel 
safe in risking the price of plane fare. There simply is not an 
overpowering candidate for the roses, nor even a cozy little trio 
or quartet of impressive challengers whose prowess a man feels 


called on stoutly to defend. 


It is just that sort of year. The Derby has brought out several 
aristocratically bred animals from the best families, but they are 
decadent, disinclined to work hard and are given to dawdling 
around when they are supposed to be fighting for the honor of the 
family. In recent weeks favorites have been bumped off without a 
word of warning and none is left to rally the masses to his colors. 


To start with the bellwether who held the top ‘spot all winter 


was Carry Back, a peasant type, 


a sharecropper in the thorough- 


bred country who always looked out of place in elegant pany. 
His old man was Saggy, whose claim to fame was beating Citation 
once and who so far is not highly regarded as a sire. His Ma was 
named Boppy, who sold for $300. Carry Back shaves every Sunday, 
chews” tobacco, works his wife and young’uns in the field every 
day and promises to be at the track Saturday if the creek don’t 
rise. Carry Back has been working hard all winter and after he 
was beaten by Globemaster in the Wood Memorial, people said 
he showed signs of dragging his brogans as if he was down in the 
back and needed a rest. The Derby is no place for a man who is 
kind of poorly. 


Four and Twenty, whose ancestry traces to folks like Blue 
Larkspur and Princequillo, started late last year by winning in 
California for his Canadian owners. He kept right on hustling like 
a good colt and lost only once and‘that to older horses. However, 
he was spanked in the Derby Trial by Crozier, who broke a track 
record in leaving Four and Twenty three lengths behind. In that 
race, a brief mile outing suggested that the visitor from the coast 
had reached his limit of speed and endurance. 


Take Crozier, now, the handsome colt owned by Fred Hooper 
who has a fine farm near Montgomery. Crozier is a wild one’ who 
runs all over the track, bumping into horses and losing ground in 
taking the turns wide. He was disqualified and placed last at 
Hialeah for example. Nobody could handle him it seemed but the 
little boy from Panama, Baeza, and Baeza was hurt recently. 
During Baeza’s absence the other boys could not manage Crozier,

but in the Derby Trial the fiery Latin took charge. Crozier swung 
wide on the final turn into the stretch but it was a small field 
and he didn’t bump anyone, so on he came to break the track 
record for the mile. How an undisciplined character like Crozier 
will fare in a big field I don’t know. Anyhow, I'd not feel safe 
going with him. 


Sherluck bounded into the Derby picture last week when he 
won the Bluegrass Stakes at Keeneland.in such a grand manner 
that horsewise Lexington people right away said he was the Derby 
winner, as if their say-so was law. Sherluck is royally bred and 
is owned by Jacob Sher, a native of Louisville, regarded as a fine 
citizen even if he did develop a dog racing plant in Miami. He 
sold it, cleared his name back in the horse country and founded a 
Jewish hospital here. That Sherluck will have Eddie Arcaro in 
the irons does not detract from his appeal to the trade, even 
though Eddie has not won a Derby since 1952 in annual starts. 


Dr. Miller, a late-starting, fast-closing steed trained by the 
master, Hirsch Jacobs; Flutterby, the Californian who will run 
as an entry with Four and Twenty; Globemaster, whose owner 
was off at a field trial with his bird dogs when his horse beat 
Xarry Back in the Wood Memorial up East, and a lot of other 
horses that are sort of in the race by default. In sight are no 
Swaps, no Native Dancer, Citation, Assault, Whirlaway.
